5. Claims 4-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75© as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits.

Claim Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 2 & 3/2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. In Claim 2, the phrase "characterized in that it is..." is unclear and indefinite as 
presently worded [the term "it" should be specifically defined]. Consequently, claim 3/2 is 
rendered indefinite because it is dependent upon a rejected claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1, 2, 3/1 & 3/2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wine. 
Wine (figures 1-7) teaches of a chest (2 for example); the chest being provided with a vertical 
mast (19) on which supports (20) are fixed; the chest having lifting means (27-32) for moving the 
mast in vertical translation; at least some of the supports are movable in rotation about an axis 
which coincides with the mast (the supports are viewed as being movable in rotation via the 
connection between hook member 30 and the arm member 29 - the hook is rotatable in relation to 
the arm, this rotation being translated to the supports). The chest being suitable for maintaining a 
constant temperature [due to its refrigeration abilities]. The mast being adjacent to a vertical edge 
(see fig. 2 for example) of the chest. 
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10. Claims 1 & 3/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hainzigianis. 
Hainzigianis (figures 1-3) teaches of a chest (fig. 1); the chest being provided with a vertical mast 
(20) on which supports (26) are fixed; the chest having lifting means (27) for moving the mast in 
vertical translation; at least some of the supports are movable in rotation about an axis which 
coincides with the mast (page 1, lines 104-107). The mast being adjacent to a vertical edge (see 
fig. 2 for example) of the chest.

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. French publication 2,562,780 & Hoffmann et al., describe food dispensing chests.
